FACTS: 

(1) On February 12, 2008 the undersigned became aware of a Petition Decision mailed on 
February 6, 2008 and received in Hunton's offices on February 11, 2008. This Decision indicated that 
among other things the prior response to the Notification of Defective Response submitted on October 8, 
2007, in response to the Notice mailed on September 24, 2007, was unacceptable because the prior 
submitted Declaration signed by all 6 inventors was an improper "composite" declaration. 

(2) This earlier submitted Declaration was signed by all of the inventors including Imran Clark 
(signature dated May 21, 2007). Mr. Clark was mailed on May 17, 2007 a complete copy of the PCT 
application which is the basis of this patent application.

agreeing to the addition of Bryan Moyer as an inventor. 

(3) As soon as the undersigned became aware of these requirements, and of the non- 
extendible due date of March 6, 2008 for responding thereto, the undersigned prepared and via my 
assistant Ms Stacey Buckner sent on February 12, 2008 an email to the client advising as to the required 
signed documents and the non-extendible March 6, 2008 due date for submitting these signed documents.
